IB another Important question Tho 
experience of this State, lu nearly all tho 
counties, toaolics us that there Is an almost 
universal tendency to luvost too largely In 
laud, to the detriment both, ol Iho county 
and of tbo purport, too lare« farms are 
an Injury lo tho county, because of tho lose 
of interest on tho money Invested and the 
loss of taxos ou tbo property purchased.— 
These two items, when footed up for tho 
whole Btato, amount to a larger sum than 
the uninformed would imagluo, Again, 
public ptoperty is rarely managed with tho 
sumo economy necessary In private affairs. 
The crops raised upon poor farms, wo have 
every roaion to •believe, of ton cost more 
than tho snmo amount ot produce would 
cost If purchased in tbo market, lu many 
cquutlos lit Illinois—toko, (jnugamou conn 
ly as an iiluatratlon—tho laud purchased 
for pauper uses cannot bo cultivated at al 
by tho keeper, but is routed out, la whole 
or In large part, to other parties. The ab 
surdlty of such n proceeding Is apparent. 
If It pays tbo county to own tvutl rent ou1 


ono or two hundred acres, *4f5y would 1 
not pay mill bettor to own all tho land, or 
as much of It as tho county can buy? 
Why conlluo tho county purchases to land? 
Why not buy ffiotc-rlofT'' elevators, stores 
etc., etc.? Tho county Is out of Its sphere 
whenever It engages in speculation.

An 
almehouae with a good garden Is less ex-

mates, and, second—because it Is easier to 
utilize tho labor of tho Inmates In u gardon 
than upon a farm.

H In arolugc, main 
tulnod at public expense, for tbo reccptlo 
not of tho la/y, but of tho infirm uud bolp 
lc«i, Our alma housos aro full of 
perao,,H, itliolu, cripples, blind, paralytics 
epileptics, bedridden, sick and ngod mo 
and woiiu'n, with i sprinkling of orpha 
or ikbaudouud children. To all 1 .tents an 
purpose! our alms houses aro hospitals, 
follows tnitt the-wrolcbod Inmates arc on 
titled to the ordinary comforts of life. Tbo 
ttbuuld be reasonably well fed, nccordii) 
lo their ootulltlyn; they should bo kc) 
comlurUibly warm in winter; they ulionl 
Imvc competent mudkal advlco aud trea 
mont; they should rnenivo •personal klni 
liens fiom the olllc(ir», should enjoy flu 
libt ities, and should ho protected from ii 
suit or Injury—-in n word, we should pi 
omse'lves In then plate, niul do to them a 
wo would lie elono by wero our rospoellv 
situations In life suddenly reversed.
